F. Kolb, among'many 
cither declarations which it is im¬ 
possible for him to verify, said: 
“After Governor Jones had repeat¬ 
edly advocated the enactment of a 
law providing for a contest of State 
elections in accordance with the 
constitutional provision, ancl that 
after a bill to that effect had pass¬ 
ed the House and been introduced 
into (he senate, or about to be in¬ 
troduced, that Governor Jones in¬ 
formed some of his senator friends 
that if the bill passed the senate, 
he would ininediately resign. He 
said furthermore that “Gov. Jones 
from the beginning never wanted 
any such act passed, although lie 
(Gov. Jones) had declared that if 
the constitutional limit of the ses¬ 
sion of fifty days was not sufficient 
time to get it through that he 
would extend tho session by call¬ 
ing an extra session at the expira¬ 
tion of Ihe fifty days.” 

Mr. Kolb attempts'to bring your¬ 
self and a democratic administra¬ 
tion into disrepute by emphasizing 
the statement that “these are your 
public declarations and well remem¬ 
bered by everybody.”

■ViTlTUDE OF FORMER LEGISLATURES. 

Tho present Constitutional prof 
vision on the subject of contesting 
State elections is substantially that 
of every constitution since 1819. 
Nearly three quartern of a century 
elapsed before legislation on the 
subject was ever mooted, and dur¬ 
ing that 1 long period no party at¬ 
tempted any legislation to effectu¬ 
ate tiie constitutional provision. 
The difficulties of dealing with it 
are so infinite, the harm resulting 
to theJbusiness and contentment of 
the people so great, and the temp¬ 
tation to unfounded contests so 
inviting, that legislators have hes¬ 
itated to put it in tho power of a 
defeated candidate at the close of 
every State election to raise tur¬ 
moil and discontent on the cry of 
fraud, in which disappointment 
often sincerely indulges, with or 
without foundation, but which is 
still more frequently the unmanly 
acceptance of defeat, and viciously 
urged to further the lowest person¬ 
al and partisan ends. 
tiie governor’s recommendations 

AND ACTS. 

Shortly after my first election 
and induction into office, I urged 
the legislature in a special message 
to enact a contest law, if being the 
first time in the history of tiie 
State where an executive made 
such a recommendation. There 
was no disputed'"election then, and 
Kolb had many supporters in both 
: houses, yet none of. them paid any 
! attention to if, or so much as of- 
! fared a bill on the subject. When 
the legislature of 1892 convened in 
( November, after the August elec¬ 
tion in that year, I renewed the 
| recommendation, calling attention 
to the fact that the absence of 
such legislation had endangered 
: serious commotion in 1870, when 
Governor Smith attempted to bold 
over. In. the early part of the 
session I had many conversations 
with members of the party, partic¬ 
ular]}' with democratic senators, 
in all of which I insisted on the 
passage of a contest bill, and 
neither in public nor in private, 


did I fail to urge it. I did not, 
and do not now, doubt that inves¬ 
tigation would prove that the cries 
of fraud, to an extent vitiating the 
result of the- election, were false 
pretenses of which to construct 
material for another assault upon 
the party. I did not then, and do 
not now, doubt that those who de¬ 
claimed so fiercely about fraud, 
weredesirous rather to appear in 
the attitude of being denied a right 
to contest, than to stand the result 
of an investigation, which, when 
all the facts came out, would take 
from them all colorable pretext for 
asserting that tho result of the 
election was not ilie will of tiie 
people. 

WEIGHTY REASONS URGED AGAINST 
PASSING LAW. 

I found very much opposition to 
the passage of a biii. both in and 
out of the General Assembly. Many 
urge 1 that- a contest .would involve 
the State at largo expenditures— 
which in the condition of the treas¬ 
ury it could ill afford—since it 
would necessitate examination into 
the details of the vote in nearly 
every county and a lofig extra 
session, when the pay of members 
would be over $500 per day, to say 
nothing of mileage, clerks, etc. 
Others "urged that it would keep 
the people in uncertainty and tur¬ 
moil during a long contest, which 
in all probability would lust for 
nearly the remainder of the term, 
while the good of the people de¬ 
manded repose. Others contend¬ 
ed that existing statutes provided 
a remedy. Nearly all asserted that 
no public good could come of a 
contest law, since Kolb’s suppor¬ 
ters charged that not only tiie ex¬ 
ecutive offices, but the seats of the 
majority in the General Assembly 
which would decide t.hc content, 
had been usurped, and tiie opposi¬ 
tion would undoubtedly insist that 
a decision before them, no matter 
how fairly made, unless in his 
favor, was nothing more than the 
verdict of a packed jury against 
them. They urged l!jat the politi¬ 
cal exigencies of Kolb and bis 
followers, who wire then inaugu¬ 
rating another campaign, of which 
the cry of fraud was but a pait, 
inquired them to account for defeat 
by charges of fraud; and, that 
they had assailed the November 
election, where the Democratic 
majority was «\mueh greater, and 
held under Fedeshd, supervision, 
just as bitterly us tiie State elec¬ 
tion. They insisted that fbe ma¬ 
jority of the people who knew the 
details of the election, did not 
doubt that the official returns fair¬ 
ly reflected the will of the people 
throughout the State, and that 
there was no public opinion which 
justified the passage of a contest 
law for the last election; especial¬ 
ly in view of the costs and evils it 
would entail upon 1 he people. 
Many of the persons with whom I 
conversed insisted that my person¬ 
al relations to the matter had 
warped my judgment, and induced 
me to recommend legislation which 
was not for the public good. 

THE GOVERNOR URGED HIS RECOM¬ 
MENDATION. 

Nevertheless I pressed my re¬ 
commendation and insisted on the 
passage of a contest law. The bill 
which Mr. Goodwyn introduced in 
the senate shortlj- after it met, was 
crude, incons-istent, impracticable, 
and in some respects unconstitu¬ 
tional. 1 referred to itrin many of 
these conversations, pointed out 
these defects, and outlined what I 
thought ought to bo the provisions 
of a fair bill on the subject. I 
suggested also that the State, un¬ 
der proper limitations, ought to 
bear-flic costs and expenses of a 
contest, since no man of ordinary 
fortune could bear the burden of 
litigation where thousands of indi¬ 
viduals votes and the status of tiie 
persons who cast them would have 
to be ascertained, in hundreds of 
precincts throughout, the State. 
Mr. Goodwyn’s opinion of his own 
bantling-is shown by his motion 
after the reconsideration of the 
bill, instructing the committee “to 
amend said bill so as to eliminate 
all of the incongruities, in order 
that the bill may be more effective 
and hariiiO'fii&ftS' in its provisions,” 

INTERVIEW - Vr'n'H SENATORS CHH PTON 
AND AU-H'Um.- 


More than two weeks before the 
general assembly reconvened on 
January the 10th, 189;’, I war* tak¬ 
en desperately ill and had not suffi- 
' eientiy recovered for about a week 
after it met to read newspapers, 
j see visitors, or talk about politics 
; or business. I was allowed to sit 
up for the first time on the 20th, 
clay of January. From the recess 
of the general assembly to the 26th 
! day of January, 1 had no conitnu- 
; ideation, direct or indireer, with

S provisions which I thought uncon¬ 
stitutional. I urged that there 
Would of necessity bo heavy ex¬ 
pense, besides witness feds and costs 
proper, and that the,bill did not 
I hold the contestee harmless against 
such burdens if successful!, but 
; confined his recovery to a $3,000 
bond, which did not include any 
| expenses for counsel, traveling, etc. 
and nls'o that the b- ;,d was not 
j answerable even for costs, unless 
1 the General Assembly so decided, 
i suggested soma amendments 
which i, thoughc were necessary to 
make the bill practical, and to free 
it of ail constitutional difficulties. 
In our conversation I criticised the 
action of some Senators who were 
offering amendments, some of which 
| Mr. Goodwyn actually accepted, to 
I make his bill pediculous, instead 
of directing their efforts to change 
| Goodwyn’s crude, impractibic r.-nd 
j unconstitutional hill, into a fair 
and just law. Iremauked that my 
party friends were not just to me 
in the attitude of having to object 
] to the provisions of the bill, or veto 
joney when my action no matter how 
well grounded and conscientious, 
would give my enemies and the 
party’s enemies color for charging 
that I had been insincere lit ■» iny 
recommendation. I remarked in 
this conversation that my father 
continuance in the office was a 
matter of profound indifference t > 
me personally; that the discharge 
of its duties was bese; with many 
difficulties even under ordinary 
conditions, and was rendered 
doubly so by the efforts of unscru¬ 
pulous partisans some of whom 
desired my physical as well as mor¬ 
al assassination ; that I was not de¬ 
sirous of a second term, and ac¬ 
cepted a reflection from a sense of 
duty to tiie people, and at severe 
I pecuniary sacrifice. 

1 WOULD APPROVE ANY BILL THAT 
PASSED. 

I said.that I did not intend to 
j be misunderstood about my atti¬ 
tude to a contest' bill, and rather 
than be put in doubtful position 
by disapproving one, had deter¬ 
mined to approve any bi’ii that pass 
ed the two house?. I said father “I 
have urged a fair and practical 
contest law. The senate bill is far 
| from tkfitp A contest will involve 
j the investigation of thousand of 
individual ballots and hundreds of 
i precincts, and will cost from fifty 
to one hundred thousand dollars, 

' which under the senate bill must 
j be paid by one of tho parties to the 
contest. 1 have not that, amount 
of money, and car not get it, when 
no matter how successful, I have 
no indemity against this enormous 
liability beyond ; $3000 bond. A 
successful contest under that bill 
•means life time bankruptcy for me. 
I can not make that saerific for the 
.privilege of inkling an office to 


which J know I am ligally and 
fairly elected. I had, therefore, 
made up my mind if the senate bill 
came to me in its present shape to 
approve it, and then resign, and let 
you gentlemen tight out the con¬ 
test under that bill. My resigna¬ 
tion will not affect tho contest which 
can still go on, and if successful 
as I doubt not, you will be gov|, 
ernor.” 

] have been thus particular to 
give substantially, and most often 
in ray very words, every tiling said 
bv me to Senator Compton; be- 
j cause J do not shrink from letting 
the world know my most private 
| acts and utterances in regard to 
i tliis matter. So far from threat¬

j session for that purpose.” The 
purpose announced was to give

I laws to authorize them. The ques- 
| t-ion of time to pass a contest law 
I did not enter my mind; for there 
j was time during the regular fifty 
' days session, and for that matter 
j even after tho reconsideration of 
' (he Senate bill on the 28tli of Jan¬ 
uary, when 1 lie General Assembly 
did not adjourn for more than three 
w ee-ks afto r w a rds. 

Ordinarily where the advocates 
of a bill take deep interest in its 
passage, it is introduced and push¬ 
ed in both houses at the same 
time, but in this instance lio effort 
was made to push the matter in tiie 
house, much less was any bill on 
the subject passed th-ere. The sen¬ 
ate after days of consioSti^tion re¬ 
fused to pass the bill by a vole - of 
1-i to 6. Many senators came to 
the conclusion, before the end of 
the session, that the supporters of 
the measure felt they could reap 
more advantage from their clamor 
about the denial of a trial." It 
would have been an act of sheerest 
folly to convene an extraordinary 
session to pass a bill, which the 
body had deliberately refused to 
pass at the regular session, and it 
would have entailed heavy and use¬ 
less burdens upon the tax payers. 

No honest- man expected me to 
do it, and none of any sort sugges¬ 
ted such a course.

THE HEW ELECTION LAW 

The Sayre flection Bill Approv¬ 
ed by the Governor. 

HOW WE MUST VOTE THIS 
YEAR. 

The Full Text of the Law—Every 
Elector Should Read It • and 
File Away for Future Refer 
once. 


A bill to be entitled an act to further 
regulate elections in the State of Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 1—Be it enacted by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Alabama. That the 
Judges of Probate shall superintend 
the registration of electors in their 
respective counties. 

Section 2—Be it further enacted, 
That the' Governor shall appoint, as 
soon as practicable after the passage of 
this act, one competent person as reg¬ 
istrar for each county, and such regis¬ 
trar shall hold oilice for four years and 
shall appoint a competeut person as 
assistant registrar for each precinct or 
ward in their respective counties, and 
the Governor shall have power to fill 
any vacancy, should any occur jn of- 
liee of registrar. And such registrars 
before entering on their duties shall 
take an oath of office as prescribed in 
bection 1, Article 15 of the Constitu¬ 
tion of Alabama, which oath may be 
administered by any officer in this 
►State, and must be filed in the office of 
the Judge of Probate of the county. 
Such registrars are authorized to ad¬ 
minister the registration oath, and it 
shall not be lawful for any other offi¬ 
cer or person to administer the same. 

Section i!—Be it further enacted, 

I luit it shall be t he duty of such reg¬ 
istrars within the several precincts or 
wards for which they are appointed 
respectively, in each year in which 
any general State or Federal election 
is to be held to make registration of 
the electors residing in such precincts 
or wards upon blank forms provided 
for that purpose, and shall not register 
in any other way, or any other form 
than that herein prescribed. 

Section 4—Be it further, enacted, 
That the registrars in each precinct or 
ward shall begin registration on the 
first Monday in May and shall contin¬ 
ue the same for eighteen successive 
days, Sunday excepted, except in cities 
of 10,000 or more inhabitants, where 
t liirty days time for registration shall 
be given.

Editor Constitution—In a lead¬ 
ing editorial in a recent issue of 
The Constitution you counsel har¬ 
mony among all'democrats and ad¬ 
vise that we settle all differences 
inside the party.

There 
is no hope for silver from (his ad¬ 
ministration cr the republicans. 
You say take this silver issue be- 
i'ore-the people and fight it out 
inside the democratic party. Sup¬ 
pose the light is made on this line 
and you lose, aro you going to 
yield and advocate the gold stand¬ 
ard V 

Suppose the present administra¬ 
tion fails to pass any tariff bill re¬ 
ducing the burdens ‘ which have 
been put on the backs of the Amer¬ 
ican people to enrich the manu¬ 
facturers? Y'ou say fight this is¬ 
sue inside the party. Well, sup¬ 
pose the fight is made and the bat¬ 
tle is lost, are you going to give up 
the fight and join the enemy? 

Y T ou advocate an income tax. 
Suppose no income tax is imposed 
by the present administration. 
You say fight this issue out inside 
the party. How if it is defeated? 
Will you join in and applaud those 
who defeat this measure? 

Will you then help to perpetuate 
undemocratic measures?. Yonr 
remedy will not do. It has been 
tried too often and found always a 
failure.

At the last 
general election 1,000,000 men de¬ 
clared their intention at the ballot- 
box to lay all party differences 
aside and meet each other half 
way.

Vic¬ 
tory for Populist principles will 
conic on these lines just as certain 
as election day approaches, The 
great obstacle the People’s party 
had to contend with in the South 
during the last campaign was the 
Democratic cry ’‘give us a chance,” 
and the great obstacle the Demo¬ 
crats have to overcome this year 
is the fact that they have had a 
“chance.”

As a step toward the re-estab¬ 
lishment of bimetalism the ' sec¬ 
ond portion of the Bland bill, to 
which Mr. Cleveland most strenu¬ 
ously objected, was more import¬ 
ant than the clause providing for 
the coinage of the seigniorage.

The second clause of., the 
provided for the coinage of all the 
bullion in the treasury,'following 
the coinage of the seigniorage, and 
the use of the silver dollars thus 
obtained, or the cerfficates repre- 
sentating them, for the immediate 
redemption of the treasury notes 
paid out for that bullion and still 
outstanding. This would have 
meant the substitution of a circu¬ 
lating medium redeemable in sil¬ 
ver for one which the narrow ideas 
of recent secretaries of the treas¬ 
ury construe as redeemable only in 
gold. It would have tested the 
alleged unwillingness of the people 
to use silver. 

It is probable that the bankers, 
whom, Cleveland represents, were 
afraid of the - test. They knew 
that the body of the people looks 
upon gold and silver as equally 
good money, despite the bankers’ 
protestations to the contrary. Wall 
street does not want the proof of 
this made evident. 

Hence the veto.—Chicago Times.

This may happen, but it will not 
happen because the Wall street 
writers know what they are talking 
about; for every prediction they 
have made duing the past year has 
proven to be a fallacy'.

THE NEW ELECTION LAW 


The Sayre Election Bill Approv¬ 
ed by the Governor. 


ItOW WE MUST V OTE THIS 
YEAR. 

The Full Text of the Law—Every 

Elector Should Head It and 

File Away for Future Kefer- 
cnee. 

A bill to be entitled an act to further 
regulate elections in the State of Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 1—Be it enacted by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Alabama. That the 
.lodges of Probate shall superintend 
the registration of electors in their 
respective counties. 

Section 2—.Be it further enacted, 
That the Governor shall appoint, as 
soon as practicable after the passage of 
this net, one competent person as reg¬ 
istrar for each county, and such regis¬ 
trar shall Isold office for four years and ] 
shall appoint a competent person as j 
assistant registrar for each precinct or j 
ward in their respective counties, and i 
tile Governor shall have power to filj 
any vacancy, should any occur in of¬ 
fice of registrar. And such registrars' 
before entering on their duties shall 
take an oath of office as prescribed in 
.Section 1, Article 15 of tin; Constitu¬ 
tion of Alabama, which oath may be 
administered by any officer in this 
State, and mfis{ be filed in the office of 
the Judge of Probate of the county. 
Such registrars are authorized to ad¬ 
minister the registration oath, audit 
shall not be lawful for any other offi¬ 
cer or person to administer the same, j

The Shylocks of Wail Street are 
again shipinggold from this coun¬ 
try. It is in order for thegold bug 
President to proclaim that the gold 
reserve is threatened, and. that it is 
necessary to issue 50 million bonds. 

The Montgomery Advertiser and 
the balance of the hand-fed organs 
of Wall street, say that they lied 
in 1892 when they said that the 
democratic party was in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. 


The democratic platform says 
that both gold and silver shall be 
the standard money of the country, 
and a democratic president refuses 
to allow a dollar of silver coined 
at the mints. Is that carrying out 
the platform? 


Cleveland and his followers say 
the wav to keep silver and gold on 
a parity is to allow Wall Street 
Shylocks take treasury notes to the 
secretary and get gold for them, 
and then issue interest bearing 
bonds and sell them for more gold. 


“The organized democracy” care 
nothing about the free coinageof 
silver the income tax, and such 
small matters as these, the ques¬ 
tion is which of the two Oates or 
Johnston can best proclaim the 
gospel of ballot box stufling in Ala¬ 
bama. 


Throughout the state comes 
cheering reports from the reform 
movement. The Kolb forces are 
better organized more determined, 
and in better shape than they have 
ever been; victory is assumed if 
they will but continue the good 
fight until August. 


The Constitution guarantees to 
its citizens, free speech, and the 
right to peacefully assemble and 
petition for redress of grievoues, 
but under Clevelands administra¬ 
tion; a man can’t step on the grass 
around the Capitol without being 
arrested for trespass. 


The Atlanta Constitution is en¬ 
gaged in the hurcelean effort of 
keeping the democratic voter on a 
parity with the democratic admin¬ 
istration. Every time congress 
does anything the Constitution 
erys out a minority did .it. It 
seems that the majority can’t do 
anything. 


The People’s Party in Alabama 
are in favor of honest elections, the 
free and unlimited coinage of sil¬ 
ver; an income tax; a reduction of 
the tariff; and a circulating medi¬ 
um sufficient to do the business of 
the country. Is there any other 
party in favor of these fundament¬ 
al principles of democracy. 


Governor Jones, defaeto, whose 
duty it is to “take care that the 
laws be, faithfully’ executed,” has 
solemnly unjoined upon the mag¬ 
istrates and constables in the sev¬ 
eral precincts of the counties of 
Jefferson and Walker “the rigid 
performance of their duties ns con¬ 
servators of the peace, and that it 
is their du.ty to aid in arresting 
mid-bringing to justice all persons 
who threaten or counsel the com¬ 
mission of crimes against the per¬ 
son and property. The failure to 
perform these duties will cause pro¬ 
ceedings to be taken against them 
as provided by the statute in sec¬ 
tion 3, article 7 of the constitu¬ 
tion.” 

Why does our dcfacto Governor 
anticipate that the officers of the 
law will be derelict in their duties? 
Have the constables or magistrates 
in the counties named ever said, 
or even intimated that they would 
neglect “the rigid performance of 
their duties as conservators of the 
peace?” Has any person ever sug¬ 
gested, on their behalf, that they 
would not perforin their duties as 
officers? If not, then, it seems 
that the defaeto Governor, by his 
proclamation, reflected upon the 
official integrity of all the consta¬ 
bles and magistrates in Jefferson 
and Walker counties. 

About two years ago, it will be 
remembered that Reuben F- Kolb, 
a candidate for Governor of Ala¬ 
bama, reported to Governor Jones 
that certain of his supporters for 
the same office had publicly stated 
that Kolb would bo defrauded out 
of the election by a false count of 
the votes by the officers of the elec¬ 
tion, and requested the Governor, 
not by proclamation, but by a sim¬ 
ple request, to urge upon all in¬ 
spectors and other officers of elec¬ 
tion, to make an honest and fair 
count and return of the votes poll¬ 
ed. Oh ! No ! replied the Govern¬ 
or. It would never do to antici¬ 
pate that anj' officer would neglect 
a duty or commit an act in viola¬ 
tion of the laws even in cases when 
it whs claimed and openly stated 
that they were going to do so. It 
may be that the defaeto Governor 
thinks now that he sees the error 
in presuming that officers of the 
law perform their duties. If he 
had requested the officers of the 
election in 1892 to make an honest 
count and return of the votes poll¬ 
ed, Alabama probably would not 
have been disgraced with the de¬ 
feated candidates occupying the 
offices to which other men were 
elected. There are other crimes 
than those against tiie person and 
property, and it is hoped that the 
experience and observation of the 
past will cause the dcfacto Govern¬ 
or to take some care that tiie laws 
intended to protect the elective 
franchise be faithfully executed, 
equally with the laws intended to 
protect the person and property. 
While we have no apology to offer 
for any violation of the laws, we 
believe the crimes charged against 
striking miners in Jefferson and 
Walker counties, if true, are not so 
great as the crimes committed by 
election officers in certain coun¬ 
ties of this state in 1892, and the 
result of which our present defaeto 
Governor is one of the benefi¬ 
ciaries, and if not a patty to it, 
has never seen fit, by proclamation 
orbj' protest, to publiclv denounce 
such crimes. It may be that the 
Governor being one of the princi¬ 
ple beneficiaries of the violation of 
the election laws, considers him¬ 
self estopped to prevent further 
violation thereof. 

So long as the chief officers of 
the law, and those who are general¬ 
ly considered our ^jest citizens, 
connive at, and receive the bene¬ 
fits of the open violations of the 
laws intended to secure to every 
elector his right to vote, how can 
it be expected that those in the 
humbler walks of life will continue 
to have that respect for other laws 
which they have so long upheld and 
obeyed ?

From Tlu> Constitution. 

Tlio Baltimore Sun is 
right line when it says: 

A democratic majority in Con¬ 
gress struggling to pass a reform 
bill to equalize tax burdens in the 
face Gf. a coalition of monopolistic 
interests, illustrates the dangerous 
tendency or concentrated wealth to 
Corrupt and overawe the legislative 
power. Coxey’s army, struggling 
over the mountains and through 
the valleys, begging free transpor¬ 
tation by land or by water, and in 
some cases taking it where it ie 
not given, moving to Washington 
to demand that Congress shall do 
as well by the masses as it has by 
the classes, and provide wages for 
poor laborers as well as profits for 
rich manufactures, is the obverse 
side of the monopolistic medal. 

Here we have the spectacle of 
two classes clamoring for special 
favors and government support. 
The plutocratic monopolists, on the 
one hand, demand legislation that 
will inake.them richer and impov¬ 
erish tlie masses. They ask for 
high protection, the contraction of 
the currency and the permanent 
demonetization of silver. On the 
other hand, the distressed working- 
men of the country demand free ra¬ 
tions first, and profitable work a lit¬ 
tle later. Between these two ex¬ 
tremes stands the democratic parly, 
in full control of the government, 
and with the ability to cheek both 
the monopolists and the commu¬ 
nists, and restore prosperity by 
simply redeeming the pledges of its 
platform. Our Baltimore contem¬ 
porary goes on to say : 

In spite of all the laughter that 
Coxey’s march to the sea nascaused 
it is a serious symptonof the indus¬ 
trial and social conditions which 
thirty-three yoarsof protectionism, 
paternalism, extravagance, corrup¬ 
tion and class favoritism in legisla¬ 
tion have produced among us. In 
nil the seventy years priojr to the 
war, during which democratic poli¬ 
cies were nearly all the time in the 
ascendency, no such dismal demon¬ 
stration as Coxey’s army is making 
was known. Under these policies 
it would have been impossible to 
collect such a host of idle and aim¬ 
less men, with no hope left, but a 
wild rush to congress with a peti¬ 
tion to bo employed, paid and sup¬ 
ported at the national expense. 
Neither in all those seventy ante¬ 
bellum yoars was there ever seen 
a companion spectacle to that now 
presented in congress itself, where 
one senator after another is rising 
in his place to plead for 10, GO, 80, 
and in some cases 100 per cent tar- 
ill' taxes, to the end that the few 
monopolists may go on growing 
richer, while the consuming and 
toiling millions go on growing 
poorer. 

The republican policy has made 
plutocratic millionaires, and it has 
also made destitute tramps. The 
protected monopolists are respon¬ 
sible for the' idea that it is the du¬ 
ty of the government to provide 
work and wages for everybody, and 
the industrial armies now march¬ 
ing on Washington have simply 
picked up the doctrine of protec¬ 
tion as expounded by 'Reed and 
McKinley. If the big manufactu¬ 
rers are right in asking congress 
to make market n and profits for 
them, why should not the laborers 
demand from congress a market 
■ for labor and good wages? There 
is no good reason why the men 
employed in certain industries 
should be favored and protected 
by the government while others are 
left to shift for themselves. The 
Bun punctures the bubble of pro¬ 
tection in this vigorous fashion? 

Coxey’s procession of seedy and 
needy men is, it must be remember¬ 
ed, only the grotesque shadow of a 
vast army of unemployed labor, 
estimated by protectionist autlior- 
T*Yties to number three millions, who 
are staying sullenly at home; while 
all the time the McKinley tariff 
rates, under which they were told 
they could not fail to have steady 
work and high wages, are still be¬ 
ing levied for their “protection” at 
every port. If high tariff taxes 
could help them, why'are not all 
the working men at work, and how 
did Coxey’s uncanny host spring 


why are there any bare floors in the 
land? With a 110 per cent tax on 
blankets, why do not all these men 
sleep well covered? With a 130 
percent tax on worsted knit goods, 
why does any workingman or his 
wife or his children go about shiv¬ 
ering? No democratic tariff re¬ 
form has yet taken one cent off 
these benevolent taxes levied for 
the special benefit of labor—the 
manufacturing philanthropists of 
New York, New England and the 
other centers of tariff-fed indus¬ 
tries block the way. And yet 3, 
000,000 pairs of honest hands arc 
idle and New York city points with 
pride to the fact that its well-to- 
do people have given $15,000,000 
the past winter to keep its work¬ 
ing people from starvation. 

Under the rule of the monopo¬ 
lists we have seen lower wages, 
more strikes and harder times than 
our people have known since the 
panic of 1837. We are coming 
face to face with the result—pro¬ 
tected capital fighting for its tri¬ 
bute inside the capitol, while out¬ 
side may be seen the approaching 
vanguard of the nation’s unpro¬ 
tected paupers clamoring for bread 
and work. 

Now is the lime for a democrat¬ 
ic administration and congress to 
proclaim and prove that this coun¬ 
try belongs neither to the monopo¬ 
lists nor the communists, but to an 
honest and law-and-order loving 
people who will save the republic 
from its enemies, whether thej r 
banquet with Carnegie in his cas¬ 
tle or picnic with Coxey in his 
second-hand circus tent.

The question of inlpvnational j 
bimetalism has been summarily | 
kicked out of court by the British 
parliament. The house of com¬ 
mons refused to consider if. The. I 
matter was brought up, mentioned j 
briefly and disposed of before the | 
spectators in the gallary knew what! 
had happened. 

This action was taken in the face | 
of the fact that some of the most I 
.distinguished, scholars, statesmen : 
and flnan;ceers of Eurspe were at I 
that, moment urging the necessity 
of international bimetalism and 
showing how it would be to Eng¬ 
land’s interest to fall in with such 
a scheme. We may take it for 
granted, therefore, that if we arc 
to wait for England to take the ini¬ 
tiative in this movement for inter-- 
national bimetalism, we may as 
well make up our minds to long- 
years of patience and poverty, and 
depression and low prices. 

Meanwhile it will he well for' the, 

■ A’- 1 

American lories and those who 
maintain that this republic cannot 
fix its own currency laws, to bear 
in mind that the people are not in 
the habit of waiting on the pleas¬ 
ure of England in framing laws 
and inaugurating reforms. The 
question of bimetalism will lie set¬ 
tled here in this country without’! 
! regard to the attitude of England | 
j or of Europe, and it will be settled 
j satisfactorily to the people,of lire 
I United States. And from this | 
time forward until the settlement I 
is made, all other issues will be re¬ 
garded as minor issues. 

What stands in the way of inde¬ 
pendent action by the United 
States? What is to prevent this 
country from opening up its mints 
to the coinage of silver on the same 
terms with-goid ? We are told by 
those whose ignorance has . been 
played upon by the- phrase “sound- 
money” ( which is pure cant and ; 
| hypo era oy when applied to money I 
j that is constantly increasing in 
| value), that the moment our mints 
: are open to silver our stock of gold I 
will disappear, and that instead of 
j having' a bimetallic standard wej 
| shall have the single silver standard 
which will place our currency upon 
i level with that of Mexico. 

Now, it is difficult to deal with 


the assumption of those who have 
pinned their faith to Mr. Cleve¬ 
land’s, judgment that a British or 
Europeon merchant, having 1,000 
ounces of silver will accept $030 in 
gold for it when he can send it to 
the United States and exchange it 
for $1,290 worth or cotton, wheat or 
other commodities. 

Just how " independent of fact 
and free frem truth the assump¬ 
tion of the Shermanitns is may be 
gathered from the results that fol¬ 
lowed the free coinage discussion in 
1890. When the bill providing for 
free coinage had passed the senate 
and was pending in the house, the 
the price of silver rose in all the 
markets of the world to $1.20 an 
ounce. Now, according to the as¬ 
sumption of those who desire En¬ 
gland to dictate.our financial poli¬ 
cy, gold ought to have shown signs 
of disappearing- when silver rose in 
markets. It ought to have gone to 
a premium, for, with silver at $1,20 
it was nearly at part’ I n fact, we 
lacked only 9 more gents in the 
dqllaf pf-.havrng the single stand-; 
fCrd—according to the assumption 
of those who deny that the United 
States are able to carry out a finan¬ 
cial policy" of their own.

Senator Morgan having received 
a letter from Mr. L. L. Fitch of 
snow Hill, "Wilcox County, asking 
him to give his views as to the en¬ 
dorsement of the admistration by 
the State .G&nvention, replied as 
follows: 

Washington, IX C. April 7, 1891. 
Mr. L. IJ. Fitch : 

Dear Sir—I could not reply by 
telegraph to the question put to me 
in our telegram, in a way that 
would do .justice to you or your¬ 
self, 

You ask me as follows: “Arc 
y >r willing that the State. Conven¬ 
tion should endorse the adminis¬ 
tration.' Friends are canvassing 
Wilcox'county for you and Wait 
your answer.” I do not see that 
it is a duty of a convention called 
to act upon matters that relate to 
the proper government of Alabama 
to cither appove or condemn a Fed¬ 
eral administration We have con¬ 
ventions that are expected to deal 
with our Federal relations and the 
delegates are chosen for the pur¬ 
pose of expressing the will of their 
constituents on that subject, and 
such questions, except under con¬ 
ditions that arc unusal, and of 
pressing necessity, should be left to 
them. These conditions do not 
exist, as to- the remonetization of 
silver, in any way, because the Pres¬ 
ident- and his Secretary of the 
Treasury have decided that no such 
act of Congress shall escape a veto, 
I do not approve that attitude of 
these executive officers. I am in¬ 
formed that this attitude is not 
adopted by all the members of the 
Cabinet and so, as to that matter, I 
agree with a portion of*the adminis¬ 
tration and disagree with another 
part. 

My own view of the true Demo¬ 
cratic doctrine on that subject is 
expressed in the coinage law of 
17-92, which was approved by 
George Washington, President, and 
again by Andrew Jackson, Presi¬ 
dent in 1837. In the act of 1792, 
the language is as follows: 

‘•Section ! 1. That it shall foe law¬ 
ful for any person, or persons to 
bring to the said mint gold bullion 
in order to their being coined: and 
that the bullion so brought shall be 
there a saved and coined as speedily 
as may be after the receipt thereof, 
and that free of expense to the per¬ 
son or persons'by whom the same 
shall have been brought.” 

In the act of 1817, the language 
is as follows: 

Section 14. “That gold and sil¬ 
ver bullion brought to the mint for 
coinage, by the proper officers, for 
the benefit of the depositer.” 

Now as long as there is any hope 
of bringing our laws back to tlmse 
Democratic standards, I Will be 
found contending, as a Democrat, 
that w'e should 'faithfully persist in 
restoring these great rights and 
privileges to the people. These 
laws are the only means the people 
have of “coining” their labor into 
money, without the help of the 
banker. This right enables the 
people to supply the only real mon¬ 
ey of the constitution to the coun¬ 
try and is the only check which 
they can ever employ with any de¬ 
gree of success, to the power of 
ca pi tal and credi t. If we take both 
these rights from the people we had 
as well take their bread from them. 
If we can talyp either we can take 
both ;• and this is the real power that 
the gold party and bond party de¬ 
mand that the people shall surren¬ 
der to them. I shall never “en¬ 
dorse,” or approve such a demand 
and-no man can he a true Democrat 
who requires afjne.tliat I shall do so. 
Such a requirement as a test of any 
man’s Democracy, is only another 
'part of the tyranny fcnere is at the 
foundation of this raid upon the 
constitutional rights of the people. 
In all other measures of government 
but not in other policies of admis¬ 
tration, I appove the atttiude of the 
“admistration.” 

I do not approve the issue of bonds, 
under a law that is virtually obso¬ 


lete,Acjniy gold for “the money 
changers” to"speculate upon. That 
is a policy of the Republican party 
inaugurated bv John Sherman, and 
it should not be resurrected and 
put again in force merely because 
a Democratic Secretary of the 
Treasury is afraid to ask a Demo¬ 
cratic congress for an issue of 
bonds to buy gold; while refusing 
to coin the silver, bullion now in 
the Treasury. I cannot endorse 
that policy, and will endeavor to 
assist the “unterrified Democracy” 
in holding the old fort, until we 
; can get a Secretary who is not 
| afraid of the Democratic Congress; 

! and wc will do our fighting inside 
! the party line. 

I do not endorse (he policy of 
sending a negro as Envoy Extraor¬ 
dinary and like to Bolivia. No mat¬ 
ter how good a man he may be, a 
negro is no more a suitable repre¬ 
sentative of the people of the Uni- 
; ted States in a foreign court, than 
I a Chinaman or an Indian would be. 
This policy is both wrong and dan- 
| gerous. I do not endorse it. I 
! should not be required to endorse it 
by a State Democratic convention 
! in Alabama. 

Before I can give to this “ndinin- 
j istration” my unconditional en¬ 
dorsement, 1 wish to see what will 
lie done with .the odious State bank 
j tax, which rests like the brand of a 
j tyrannical persecution, burned in- 
| to the fair brow of the sovereighty 
of Alabama. I would endorse al- 
most anything to clear off that in- 
| dignity and to free the people of 
that only shackle now remaining 
! rivited upon them as a relic of their 
: vain struggle for their rights un- 
, der the constitution. 

I heartily endorse the honesty of 
our President, just as I endorse 
with equal confidence the honesty 
of the six millions of Democrats 
who elected him to the Presidency. 
And I endose his firm adherence 
to his convictions of duty, just as 
I endorse the same virtue, in the 
mind find heart of every sound 
Democrat. I believe I am in full 
and hearty accord with the admin¬ 
istration on the pending bill to rc- 
! form the tariff; but it covers a vast 
| number of items of taxation and no 
one can now predict what its pro¬ 
visions will be, until it is finally 

acted noon. If I can have the 
* 

j opportunity, I will cheerfully vote 
| for the tariff bill as it is reported 
I by the committee of the Senate. 

1 could not answer your telegram 
with greater brevity without mis¬ 
leading you as to my views on some 
| important subjects in regard to 
national politics that are being 
unwisely thrust into our domestic 
affairs in Alabama. 

I endorse, in advance, the nomi¬ 
nee of the Democratic State Con¬ 
vention for Governor, and know¬ 
ing he cannot be better, I hope he 
may be as good as the Democratic 
party of Alabama. 

1 will fight for the Democracy 
under any leader the Convention 
shall name, without giving atten¬ 
tion to his uniform if he wears any, 
but I should prefer' that- he should 
wear the colors of “The Old Guard.”

Atlanta, Ga., May 19. —The 
state convention of the people’s 
party in Georgia is in session In re. 
The convention is characterized by 
its very large attendance and ex¬ 
treme enthuiasm. It certainly in¬ 
dicates that so far from being a 
dead issue the party is very much 
alive in this state. The attitude 
of the present administration since 
the last national campaign is taken 
ns the reason for such a cyclone of 
excitment among the populists as 
this convention developed- 

Wlien Tom Watson, the famous 
leader of the party, made his ap¬ 
pearance in the hall this morning, 
he was given such ovation as was 
never given any man in any politi¬ 
cal convention in Georgia since the 
old days of older anb other parties. 
He was made chairman of the con¬ 
vention, and made a, speech severe¬ 
ly criticising the course of the 
persent administration. 

“Two y'ears ago,” said he, “we 
were fed upon the ambrosia of de¬ 
mocratic expectations. Today we 
are gnawing the corn cobs of dem¬ 
ocratic reality,” 

Upon such a text he made a lurid 
speech, and was cheered to the 
echo by more than 800 people pres¬ 
ent. He intimated that if the 
Chicago democratic platform had 
been strictly adhered to by the ad¬ 
ministration there would have 
been no such convention of popu¬ 
lists in Georgia today.

Alternates. N. A. Graham, II. C'. 
Reynolds, E. W. Booker. Upon 
motion, Chairman Cobb was added 
to the delegation. 

The following resolution was of¬ 
fered by Col. W. T. Smith : 

Resolved, That we instruct our 
representative in the general as¬ 
sembly to use every effort to effect 
the return of John T. Morgan to 
the U. S. Senate. Carried. 

But not unanimously, a number 
of delegates voted against the reso¬ 
lution. 

Howard Griggs, of Montevallo, 
offered the following resolutions 
which were adopted by a unani¬ 
mous vote:

Among the pledges made by the 
democratic platform in 1892, which 
have been violated, are the follow¬ 
ing ;
